4 This bill _specifies that the campaign finance disclosure
5 laws are administered by the lowa ethics and campaign

6 disclosure board citing authority currently set out in Code
7 sections 68B.32, 68B.32A, 68B.32B, 68B.32C, and 68B.32D.

8 The bill provides that the term “contribution™ includes
9 both monetary and in=kind contributions with respect to
restrictions on receipt of contributions by a candidate®s
11 committee from another candidate®s committee.

12 The bill also provides that disbursements to a_ subvendor
13 must be reported; current law provides for reporting

14 disbursements to consultants.

15 The bill substitutes the term "person" for the phrase

16 "individual or political committee”™ in relation to certain
17 disclosures of campaign contributions.

18 The bill excludes from reporting requirements an

19 independent expenditure made by a federal committee or an
20 out=of=state committee.
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
